OPIUM IN SHANGHAI SETTLEMENT, | 


THB CLOSRD HOUSES, 


An interesting event took placa on April 
18th at 2 o'clock at the Town Hall, Shanghai. 
This was the drawing of lots by proprietors of 
opium smoking divaus within thé International 
Settlement as to whose eatablishments should 
be closed in accordance with the. resolution at 
the Ratepayers’ Meeting last month providing 
for the closing of 25 per cent of the opium 
divans and shops by Jaly 1. Owing to a 
rumour amongst the Chinese that the 
European mauer of drawing lots was untruat- 
worthy. a drum holding the lots was taken to 
the Town Iall and the lots were drawn 
in the sam> way as is being done at the 
Kiangnan and lotteries for prizes every month 
in the Chiness suburbs, This procedure 
apparently satisfied the Chinese opium divan 
propriztors as being “all straight.” Three 
prominent Chineso gentlemen were presant, 
namoly Messrs. Shén.Taa-ho (Director of the 
Imperial Bink of China) Cbar Laifong 
(Compradore to Messrs, Jardina Matheson and 
Co.) and Yiit Yaoching (Compradore to the 
Netherlands Bank), the-e gentlemen haviog 
baen asked by the Municipal Council'te witness 
tue proceedings in order to give confidence to 
the Chinese concsrned. Tho Foreign gentle- 
men present at the drawing were Messrs, 
A. Johnsford (verseer of Taxes) and F. 
L. Allan and F. A. Sampson, Assistant 
Ovorseers of Taxes. Mr. Shen Tun-ho made 
a: few remarks t> thosa present in Chinese in 
which he reminded his hearers that this — 
scheme for reducing the consumption of 
opium net only throughout the Chinese 
governed portions of the Empire but also in 
the foreiga settlements of China was one that 
emanated from their Imperial Majesties and 
the Governmant; hence those doing business 
in opium were really obsying the Imperial 
mandates in relucing oper smoking divans 
and shops. The resalt of the drawing showed 
that 359 opium establishments, among tham . 
many of the largest in Shanghai, are to close 
their business by the Jaly 1 next. ee 
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AMERICA AND CHINA.

We do not know if it strikes anyone elze 
in the same way, but the attitude of the 
American Government via-a-vis China has 
latterly seemed to us singularly unworthy. 
Similar conduct in an individual would-b» 
called ‘sneaking’ and hypocritical. We, 
bawls the American Eagle in the Dragon’s 
ear,.are ‘your best friend, your only sincere 
and disihterested friend. The waiver with 
regard to part of the American share of the 
Chinese indemnity was a bare-faced bid for 
.Chinege® favour, at a time when America 
was very much out of favour, ond at a tima 
when a fat surplus made it cheap 
philaithropy. Tt was alead that ought not 
to have been made except alter consultation 
with the other Powers; that i:, morally 
apeaking—we do not suppose any Power 
over dreamed of protesting. Fitber the 
Americans claimed too much in the firet 
lace, and by this means ineant an act of 
Ponce restitution, or they inteuded thereby 
to force snch of the ot hers aa could not afford 
to make China a present of what they had 
apent into the position of less favoured 
nations. It was not particularly smart 
diplomacy, fur the Chinese are not quite so 
simple as to feel grateful when SHYLOcK 
(as they view those to whom they pay 
indemnitics) offers to compound for eight 
ounces of flesh instead of sixteen. Likewise, 
until the Americans on the western seaboard 
ghange their behaviour towards Chinese 
immigrants, the Stara and Stripes are not 
going to be viewed with pleased smiles on 
this side of the Pacific. 
misrepresented the American position very 
seriously we feel assured when we take 
into consideration other manifestations. At 
Shanghai Mr. Tart included in one of his 
orations a magniloquent assurance thet 
America would be glad to stand by China 
if ahe got into trouble, and the Japanese 
have themselves recently (in consequence 
of American communications relating to 
Manchuria) come to the conclusion that 
America desires to ‘‘strengthen her 
position in that region,” and that Uncle 
Sam is “actuated by considerations other 
than his desire to further the interests 
of China.” We ate io a position to domore 
than suspect that American Consuls “ up 
North’’ have been prosecuting a vigorous 
anti-Japanese campaign, though not openly, 
There is a curious similarity between 
various communications circulating in the 
foreign press in the Far Eas, and the 
public: is intended. thereby to draw the 
inference that there is quite a body of public 
opinion in favour of interference. If all 
these communications could be traced to 
one or two Consulates, as we fancy they 
could, they would carry less weight, 
especially as their animus is but ill-con- 
cealed. It is not only Japav, however. 
The American Consul at Harbin has been 
protesting against Russian aggressivn, 
and we encounter the curious circum- 
stance of at least one Japanese jour- 
nal defending Ruasia against charges of 
treaty disregard. The Asahi points out 
that since Japan restored Manchuria to 
China, English, Awerican, and Germano 
exports to the latter have shown a large 
increase, and for part of that at least they 
ought to thank Japan. While we do not 
go so far as to support this claim to 
gratitude, we d> without hesitation say 
that American Consuls in Manchuria 
should be more careful and more cun- 
siderate in what they publish abroad.

should be unseifish—but the way they have 
been circulating their opinions does not 
convince us of their altruism. It is the old, 
old story, familiar to China, of wrangling 
over the diviaion of the spoil. 


HOW TO DEAL WITH ASIATIC 
EMIGRATION.

(Daily Press, April 28th.) 

Under the heating of ‘Asia contia 
Mundum " the well knowa political writer 
“Vintor”’ deals in a recent number cf the 
Fortnightly Review with the Asiatic emigra- 
tion, which haa of late attracted so much 
attention. His views upon the subject are 
well worthy of careful consideration, the 
more 80 that he is indisposed to attach too 
much importance to mere speculation upon 
such questions, and recognises that ia most 
instances there is aome factor not taken 
into Account but which, as time proceeds, 
hecomes developed, and provides a sulution 
which the moat far-sighted bave not fore- 
seen. Making every allowance for this, 
“ Viator” nevertheless foresees serious 
difficulty in the solution of the Asiatic pro- 
blem which has «f late been forced upon 
our attention in go many directions; in our 
own Colonies—inore especially the Trans- 
vaal and Cunada—and also in California. 
The plain facts of the matter are not ignored 
by the writer. He accepts them at their 
true value and does not in any way attempt 
to gloss them over in order to fayour'his 
own views or to minimise the danger whic: 
he would if it were possible gladly conclide 
to have been exaggerated. ‘lhe undoubted 
facts are that there is an emigrating force 
in Asia—that is speaking generally, in 
India, China and Japan—which must, be 
reckoned with'and which cannot be sup- 
pressed ; that it is impossible to deny the 
right of white Colonies or nations to refuse 
‘to commit ecofomic suicide by admission 
of masses of Asiatics, whose cheap mode of 
life enables them to oust those of European 
stock from their ordinary means of live- 
Jihood in their own ¢ountries; and that, 
(so far as great Britam is concerned) the 
Imperial Government cannot possibly in- 
terlere with the discretion of the Colonies 
in @ matter so intimately concerning their. 
internal welfare. Unde such circumstances, 
he concludes that matters are tending in a 
direction which must lead to difficulty in 
the not distant future] unless somcthing be 
done to meet the exigencies of the casa. 
What has to be feared js that the excl:ision 
of Asiatics from our’ Colonies and from 
America may have the*effect of combining 
Asia against the Aryan races, and that a 
great strcggle may in consequence énsue. 
If, for iustance, China, Iudia and Japan 
were united there wouli he a force which 
it would be difficult for Western nations 
fo contend against, In taking this view, 
“ Viator’ does not run into any ex‘remes 
of pessimism. He points out that vast 
numbers of tro»ps, even whea well orga- 
nised, will not be decisive in military 
operativns, as there is a definite limit to the 
powers of mobilisation, This, it miy be 
remarked, was amply illustrated during the 
recent Russo-Japanese war,. when the trvns- 
Siberian railway from which so much had 
been expected, proved lamentably disap- 
poluting—.nd as respects operations at sea, 
he acknowledges the undoubted fact thit 
the East could have uo chance against 
combined action of the West, even though 
assisted by the strength of Japan, and 
would fail in the direction of Funds ia any 
such conflict. Ou euch grounds as these, 
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need not be looked upon with prnic; but, 
while admitting thus, he points out the 
seriousness of the difficulty as likely: to 
lead to strained relations and to the closing 
in the Eust of the “ open door’”’ to trade, 
to such nations as close their porta to 
Asiatic immigrants. 

With respect to the question in its 
bearing upon India, “ Viator” has no doubt 
that the discontent there is real, and he 
urges that some xteps should be taken by 
Great Britain to meet it. The suggestion 
which he throws out is a practical one, ‘and 
may possibly be taken into consideration 
at heidquarters with usaful resulta, . 

He observes that “the British Empire 
alone seems in a position to solve .the 
problem of Asiatic immigration so far as it 
is a question of internal politics for our 
dominions regarded as a whole. 
the territories over which. we 


out in connection with the present question 
are British East Africa and perhaps the 
Soudan’’—and he goes on to suggest that 
Mr, Morley “ might make his admini-tration 
memorable by creating an Indian Colonial 
Empire ”—in fact a species of “New India.” 

The suggestion is apparently a very sound 
one. The plan would g:ve to Indians every 
opportunity of emigrating to places in the 
British Empire where they would be 
fairly entitled to the advantages of their 
cheap mode of living, seeing that they alona 
could stand the strain of the climates, and 
itis further p.inted out that thera would be 
no reason why any.other Asiatic race should 
be excluded. This course it is admitted 
would form-ouly a partial remedy, but 
“Viator” justly observes it ‘“‘is the only 
approach ‘to a remedy that has yet been 
suggested ” adding ‘‘our alternative to this 
ig to do nothing, than which we could do 
nothing more dangerous ”— a view: with 
which all who are acquainted with the 
subject will fully agree. 


A TRADEMARK CASE. .

“Now it’s our turn,” That Florida 
Waler case has really been tried by 
a jury numbering hundreds, and notwith- 
standing the strong denunciation by the 
Chief Justice, we believe a plebiscite 
would give an overwhelming verdict of 
approval to the decision actually made. 
After all, there was no ticklish legal question 
to decide. The issues which the Chief 
Justice insisted on defining to the jury were 
such as could be decided by ordinarily 
intelligent laymen, and so the opinion of 
two men, even though one of them was a 
judge, cin scarcely be reckoned sufficiently 
weighty. as against that of the six to 
warrant the extraordinarily sweeping 
allezation that there had been a bigger 
fraud in this case than in any. other 
within the Judge’s Hongkong experience. 
That remark could scarcely be accepted as & 
compliment by the business men who had 
spent three days considering the case with- 
out fee or reward. It would also cause 
wider sympathy fur the successful defendunts 
aud ne» doubt the advertisement thus 
secured will result io an increase of turnover 
that in time may compensate them for the 
unrefunde-d costs incurred in the action. 
We confess to some sympatvy with the 
defendants, as a result of reading the 
evidece, and if we had any use for Florida

There are some names which we are not 
allowed to forget, and we involuntarily 
associate them with the articles we may be 
thinking of buying; but it is rare indeed 
that, on consideration, we cannot be induced 
to take some «ther firm’s product, especially 
if (as in this case of Floriia water) i: be just 
as good for our purpose and far cheaper, 
On the question of fact in this case, as to 
whether a person could be defrauded into 
buying a picture of two girls instead ofa 
picture of a fountain, we do not enter. We 
have ascertained that the name and the 
“bottle are ‘standards’ used by dozens of 
firms, and with regard to the label we 
are quite sati:fied to accept the opinion of 
the half dozen jurymen who said that there 
bad been no fraud. Obviously, the case 
involved wider issues than the business of 
one firm. It appears that, had the complain- 
ant succeeded, the right of several other 
firms to continue manufacturing Florida 
Water would have been challenged. ‘fhis, 
as they all seem to be content with smuller 
prices,, would have been hard upon that 
section of the public which likes to 1eek of 
Florida Water, aud fur their sakes we find 
oureélves rejoicing witu that larger jury 
whith, for various reasons, had been 
anticipating the verdict of tie jury actually 
empanelled.

JAPANE E ELECTIONS.

Abeut the miudle of this month theGeneral 
Election takes placein Japan, We published 
not long ago a well-informed account of the 
various political parties thit have arisen in 
Japan, aud now it remains only to make a 
few general observations on the chunges 
that have coma over Japan’s domestic 
politics. There is not very much to say 
about it, so we select the topic as convénient 
for an issue in which our columns, as will 
be noted, are unusually congested. We 
learn that the forthcoming General Electidn 
is to be a business one, the candidates 
including more commercial men than ever 
before.

PUBLIC H#ALTH AND BUILDINGS 
_ ODINANCE AMENDMENT BILL, 

The Won. Mr. CaataamM—lI rise to move 
that the bill entitled an Ordinanca to amend 
the Public Health and Building- Ordinance 1903 
and the Pablio Health and Buildings Amend- 
mont Ordinance 1993 be now read a second time. 
Since thig bill was introduced, sir, and read 
a first time it has been very extensively 
criticized by the leosl architeo's on bebalf of 
the Enropean and Chinese property owners in 
this Colony, They have submitted statements 
of certain amendmants which they considered 
should be made and meetings have been held: 
with Your Exosl'ency and the - amend- 
ments were fnilly discussed and) & 
great wany of them have. beon adopted. 
They have shown perhaps a little -andue 
neryou-ness in criticising -the proposals 
because in one case they have suggested that. 
the word modify should bo altered to reduce, 
Now Sir, the word modify. or ita equivaleno 
modification is used repsatediy and I havt 
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' tention on provious occasious, 
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never heard it suggeat'd that mcd Beation 
should mean something less than was supposed 
in the clause in connection with which that 
term was used. One of the principal features 
of the Bill is the concentration ucder the 
building authority of all matters which affect 
the construction of buildings. The submis- 
sion of plans to the Medical Offtcer of Health 
which requiro his signature to the issue of 
certificates will be dispensed with and it is 
hoped considerable time will be saved in the 
paseing of the plans. I propose only to refer 
to the principal matters dealt with in the Bill 
before the Council, because the objects and rea- 
sons of the Bill have been fully set forth both as 
regards the Bill itself and subsequent amend- 
ments whioh bave been circulated to the mem- 
bers. I may say, Sir, itis propo-ed to withdraw 
the definition of external air in tha section 
introduced because it would operate rather 
harshly upon parties who wished to erect a 
building of moderate height who happened 
to have opposite to this proposed building an- 
other of much greater height belonging to some 
neighbouring owner. The proportion of floor 
space and oubic spaca per head is very mach 


‘ yeduoed, Sir,in the amended Bil!. The provision 


of a similar sort was incorporated in the original 
ordinance 1 of 1903 but withdrawn when that Or- 
dinance was gmended at a later period. When 
certain othey/amedments which have been made 
inthe present Hill are before the Connoil it is 
hopéd that it will have greater effect and be 
found a useful provision. Section 1Ula—a new 
seotion—has been introduced to apply to existing 
buildings when they are being altered. The 
provision has regard to the thickness of walls 
which spply to new buildings. Under the present 
ordinance the requirements as regards the 
thickness of walls are limited to new buildings 
only. It ia evidently absurd to reconstruct a 
portion of an existing building of less thick- 
ness than that required for new buildings. 
Another sectiotn—1U3i—is to regulate the 
constructicn of partition walls principally with a 
view to acquiring some more substantial form of 
construction than can bs insisted on at the pre- 
sent time and with a view of securing the use of 
non flammable materials, especially in places which 
are so densely prpulated as are many of the build- 
ings in this Galouy. S+ction 107 refers to party 
walls. At the presbnt time there are no res'rict- 
ions regarding the openings in party walls and 
when a man makes an opening he does it where 
he pleases and in the course of time that openi:g 
becomes 8 source of danger to tho building. 
Bection 151 introduces some amendments as 


regards the lighting of buildings of a greater 
depth than 40) feet as the present provisions in 
the Ordinance are fcund to be somewhat too 
drastic and it is hoped this alteration will 
meet the requirments of tha care. The 
Amending Section 153 ia based largely upon 
the recommen“ations of the Cubicles Commities 
whioh included four uncficial members of this 
Counoi land one of the leading architects, and the 
proposels now made I presume will recommend 
themselves to tha membera of this Counoil, In 
ecnuection with that clafse it ia proposed to 
introduce an an endment with regard to houses 
on the reclamation but it will be limited to 
houses not exceeding one hundred feet in dep‘h. 
Becction 1531, which it is proposed to renumber 
as 154a, provides for a scheme for improving 
existing blocks of buildings. That scheme, Sir, 
if it becomes at all general will undoubtedly 
einfer a very substantial improvement 
in the condition of the Colony and I thiok 
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on its merits. In section 185, Sir, conce.ning 
the obsfruction in streets on which domestic 
buildings front, I think that any member who 
cares te perambulate a portion of our city in 
which these streets are located would come to 
the conclusion that they are undonbterly re- 
stricted now by all manner of obstruotions in 
the skape of stalls and accumulations of mar- 
chandise of all descriptions. In seotion 186 it 
ig proposed to substitute the word building for 
domestio building as regards the maintainance 
of private strests. I thiok that will com- 
mend itself to members, bscause there are 
streets for instance in the neighbourhood of the 
Hongkong and Shangbai Bank which are very 
muoh used and from a publio health point of 
view should be maintained in as sanitary con- 
dition as other streets, Section 222 and 223 
relate to steps which must be taken before any 
work can be ccmmenocd or resumed. Some 
very considerable modifications have been intro- 
duced into this section and they have been also 
recast and srrang:d so as to sot forth more 
clearly what the provisions are in each specifo 
case whether it is commencement or resumptien. 
Section 264a is a new section which is very 
important as it delegates to the Building 
Authority the power of modification or 
exemption with regard to certain sections whioh 
is now vested in the Board or ~in the 
Governor in Council. It is felt that in many 
cases the modification required is of such a slight 
extent that an undue amount of delay is in- 
volved in getting plans through these two 
bodies. A great deal of time mus‘ neo-ssarily 
be occupied in dealing with matters of that 
deecription by the present course laid down io 
the Ordinance. Sectiou 267 is also an important 
oné es it admits of the co:struction of a 
sifopler class of buildiugs which is intended of 
coaise to apply more to the outlying distr‘oty. 
The provisions of the ordinance are very large- 
ly framed with regard to the buitliags in tha 
city itself. or the more populeus parts of 
Kowloon and they can ecarcely be said to meet 
in a ealisfactory way the requirements whe-e 
buildings are less dense and the develupments 
are not as advanced as they are. With thess few 
words, Sir I move the second reading of the 
Bill. 
The Hon, Mr. Osporne—To rightly under- 
stand the complex questions involved in the 
Public Health and- Buildings Ordinanoe, and t» 
apprcoiate at their proper value thec ncimsions 
arrived at by the Sanitary Commissioners. ons 
needs, I think, to revert to the -history of its 
origin, to have followad the coursa of its deve- 
lopment and to be fimiliar with the events 
which culminated in this enqairy.

doubt that it was the intention of the original 
Ordinance that the space specified should be 
provided by the owners and the provision has 
been in force for many years.

If, Sir, the delibera'ions of nearly ten years, 
embracing the recommendations of Messrs. 
Chadwiok and Simpson, experts sent from home 
at the express wish of the public; embracicg 
consultations ‘with architects, medical sautho- 
rities and lawyers; embracing the study of 
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every’ known interest involved; references to 
India’ and other~ countries; the whole of 
them! collated and elaborated to suit :local 
conditions; the whole cf them discussed and 
oritidised ad nauseam in public; if this, Sir, 
be correctly desoribed as the work of a novice 
it would be interesting to know in what 
consists (he work of an expert, Tho fanlt, now 
laid bare by experience, lay not in thab- the 
Ordinance was ill considered, ill digested; bat 
that it violated the great principle which 
underlies all sonad legislation, and which is 
that laws should be based only upon experience 
and favt, and that the human intellect jis in- 
capable of creatiny them to f{t conditions not 
yet known. adeoy principle been observed, 
the Ordinance wou'd have been framed with 
elasticity to deal with ocironmstances ag they 
arose; and 1 submit that no amount of’ tin- 
kering, no oumberof amend ng Ordihances 
will avail, uutil this principle ba taken to! heart 
and followed. Bpeakiag from personal 6xperi- 
ence of plagae measures, and conversant as [ 
am with the work of the Sanitary department 
in past years, I cannot allow this opportunity 
to pass withcut commenting, with! yoar 
Excellency's permission, on the oharges of 
incapacity and corruption levelled at the 
whole department in tho’ Commissioners’ 
report, especially’ where oe say there was 
readon to fear that corruption and briber 

extended threughont the staff of Briti 

inspectors, True it ia that inatances of 
corruption came to light during the enquiry, 
but'so far as the evidence bac been male public 
there is nothing in it to’ warrant such .an 
assumpticn as that I have referred to; dnd 
considering the difficulty of obtaining suitable 
men for such unpslatabla work, considering 
that in ‘he first instance Inspectors had to be 
garnered from whatever local sources were 
availuble, it would have been wondarfal indeed 
if scch an organigation as the Sanitary 
department had been] evolved at onos without 
fiiw and witbout fault; and if, Sir, corruption 
of indiv.daala bel accepted as  avidenoe 
incriminvating tha whole, then very few of us 
dare lift the first stone; for what business in 
the Colony is there which during recent years 
bas net in some manner been victimised; by the 
dishonesty of individaal employves. Similarly, 
when wholesale charges of incapacity are 
preferred, it is wll not to allow ' details 
to undaly sway one’s judgment, bat to 
bear io mind the stupendous task which 
lsd to be performed nider conditions of 
difficulty and discouragement; in face of the 
obstinacy, ignorance and resistance of the very 
people on whose Lehalf these measures were 
being tried; then to give oredit where oredit 
is due, and frankly acknowledge the good work 
acoomplished. Bat from beginning to, end of 
the Gommissionere report there is not one word 
of approbation, not the faintest meed of praise; 
everything from the start has been wrongly 
dona and practically the whole Sanitary ataff 
are, by implication, branded-either ag ragues or 
fools. Of all the mistakes, Sir, that have 


fcllowed in the waka of the Public Health and - 


Buildings Ordinance, not the least of them, I 
think, is the jojastioe, I might even say the 
cruel injustice, to thus bespatter the characters 
of those men who, whatever their faults, 
whatevur their shortcomings, in the dark d 
following 1894 did at least fulfil their doxious 
and dangerous task to the best of their ability 
and with loyalty to the public weal, I 
do nit say that none of the Commissioners’ 
strictures were justified, I do not deny that 
the Sanitary department needed reform; 
bat I do say that in criticising the work of that 
department, allowanca should ba made for the 
difficulties that had to be mét, and that it is 
unfair to judge to-day waen most pf those 
difficulties have :disapeared. ‘Sir, despite the 
utterances of some, despite the oriticisms of the 
Press, and despite the findings of this Commis- 
siop, I believe the majority of men who are 
acquainted with the circumstances will declare 
unhestilatingly, that notwithstanding expense, 
notwithstanding mistakes and notwithstanding 
abuses, a great and lasting improvement has 
been effacted in the Sanitary conditiog of the 
Colony ; those who can testify to the evil slums 
and stench ridden streets of former days will_ 
not withhold praise when they pass through the 
clean and wholesome thoroughferes of to-day ; 
those who like myself were wont to exhibit as 
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to be inapplicable, 


- of Sanitary affairs. 
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sights of the town the closely packed under, 
ground opium dens and unutterable squalor of 
Chinatown will now search for such sights in 
vain; and if plague, that unsolved problem 
in other lands than ours, if plague has 
not been altogether banished from our 
midat, the accomplished resulta of the Sani- 
tary department's endeavours in that direo- 
tion are sufficiently encouraging to justify 
a continusdce of their work with unabated 
vigour.—A& regards the Commissions’ recom- 
mendations and the provisions of the Bill before 
us, setting aside trivialities with which the 
report is somewhat overburdened, there appear 
tome to be three and only three important 
suggestions to consider, Ona is that the Build- 
ing Authority shall be placed under the direot 
control of the Sanitary Board, another that 
there should be a simple form of appeal ; another 
is that the Sanitary department shall be run by 
6 Board having an unofficial majority, under a 
President of its own selection, which if it mean 
anything at all, means that the department shall 
be converted into a sort of half fledged municipal 
corporétion possessed of sufficient powers to 
work mischief, but Ansufficiently equipped to 
perform the functions appertaining to a 
genuine municipality. As to whether the 
Building Authority shonld be placed under 
the Sanitary Board, there are no doubt good 
arguments for and against; all however that the 
public wants and is concerned with is efficiency , 
they want their plans and arrangements put 
through with a minimum of circumlocution and 
with a maximum of indulgence, that their wishes 
will, as far ‘as public interests allow, be granted. 


’ To the publicit is immaterial whether the Build- 


ing Authority is attacked to one department or 
another ; and if, as would appear to be the case, 
the proposed arrangement results in efficiency, 
the public, I feel sure, will be satisfied with it. 
On the question of appeal there should 
certainly be some simple method by which 
persons feeling aggrieved can obtain a hearing 
not only by the President of the Board but by 
the Board itself. I think that much irritation 


..in the past bas been due to a conviction that the 


Sanitary department has acted with unnecessary 
harshness, and I feel sure that if individual 
grievances were given a patient and sympathetio 
hearing, this friction would give way to a sense 
of confidence in the department, which would 
go far towards securing the co-operation of the 
Chinese, where now there is resistance and 


. Misunderstanding. The whole Sanitary depart- 


ment from President downwards should 
understand that the law was not framed for the 

urpose of harassing and Annoying; that their 

usiness is to educate and assist; to give effect 
to the regulations in an intelligent and tolerant 
manner; to concede where concession is poasi- 
ble; and above all avoid a senseless interpreta- 
tion of the law. Unless this spirit animate the 
department, unless the high officials protect the 
public against the misplaced zeal, stupidity, 
and arrogance of subordinates, there will oon- 
tinue to be irritation, antagonism, and trouble: 
And as most of the friction in the past has 
undoubtedly been due to administrative in- 
capacity to apply the law in s common sense 
and reasonable fashion, so the future success or 
failure of the reorganised dupartment will 
depend largely upon the broadmindedness of 
its President, who whilst on the one hand will 
carry out the unalterable determination of the 
government to cleanse this town in the interests 


’ of public health, will on the other hand initiate 


changes and réforms where the law is found 
And it is to be hoped that 
when appeals. to the Governor in Council 
are heard, the President will be “present to 
plead the cause of common sense. (Applause.) 
The chief point of the report however 
lies in a recommendation concerning the con- 
Stitution of the Board, which as I have already 
shown, virtually amounts to municipal control 
Thi, Sir, isa matter which 
strikes at the root of Crown Colony Govern- 
ment and as such calls for careful scrutiny. In 
nk peculiar circumstances of our case, a British 
Colony run largely on alien money, with a 
British population, which owing to climatic and 
other reasons is o nstantly changing, it seems 
to me that above all other considerations our 


' aim should be to give stability to our laws, con- 


sistency to our policy, and honesty to our 
administration ; all of which I claim the Crown 
Colony system gives with a thoroughness un- 
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equalled by any other system, (Hear, hear.) ( dwindled down to the few com: 


admit. without argument that the 
system has faults; that jour commercial 
progress is slow for lackiof initiative and 
enterprise on the part of /Government; I 
believe that under municipal control, given 
the right men to manage affairs, improve, 
ments would be effected in municipal matters 
which under existing conditions eventuate go 
slowly ; that for instance some modern method 
of paving our streets wonld' long since have 
ousted the old fashioned and unsuitable 
mud and stone; I believe that more publi- 
city would be given and therefore more 
interest taken io public affairs; I admit there 
has hitherto been too little sympathy with 
commercial interests, an unaccountable jealousy 
on the part of officials, of private enterprise 
reaping private reward; that whereas in other 
countries new industries are given cheap land, 
relieved of taxation and otherwise fostered, here 
in Hongkong it is the practice to strangle with 
vexatious conditicns. But these, Sir, are after 
all comparatively trivisl grievances capable of 
easy removal. ‘T'o change this system for that 
of Government by an elected assembly ; to set 
in authority over us men who are here to day 
and gone to-morrow; or men whose: interest 
in public affairs would probably be restricted to | 


their private needs; men responsible to 
no one for their mistakes; or men 
who in the matter of public expenditure 


would probably imperil the Colony’s credit by 
emulating the phantasies of modern municipal 
extravagance ; to place the Government in such 
hands as these would I think be fraught with 


tively un- 
important matters detailed in their published 
reporta? 1 will tell you why it ia, Sir. It ie 
because the Chinese know, the property owhers . 
know, and every intelligent member of this- 
community, if he will only acknowledge -the 
truth, knows, that in this question of publis 
health, involving as it does the very existence 
of the place: aa a centre of trade, the Govern. 
ment is fighting for the welfare of all egainst 
ignorance, self interest and greed. It is 
for this reason that the foreign communi 
generally are in agreement with the b 
principles of the law, and it is for thig 
reason that measures adopted by Government. 
deserve all the support which it is in the 
power of honourable members to-give. Stripped 
of technicalities and side issues, this whole 
roblem about which controversy has raged £0 
ong, resolves itself into the vary-simple queat- 
ion, whether. the Colony is content to drift: on 
as in days of old, generating evils, the result

happened to be without tke precinots of the 
municipal chamber. With a shifting population 
such as ours, with every one busily -intent upon 
his own affairs, there would I think be difficulty 
in finding men suitable and willing to undertake 
such duties, so that the care of public affairs 
would pass into tha hands of undesirable persons 
and we should be called upon to witness a 
repetition of those edifying: public scandals 
which appear to be inseparable from democratic 
rule. This question of municipal government 
is of perennial growth; it has been championed 
and fought out before and discarded as unsuit- 
able. No one questions the right of an enlighten- 
ed community to manage its own affairs, but is” 
there any evidence that the Asiatic.sections of 
our population are possessed of the necessary 
enlightenment or the individial independence 
of character, power of self restraint and imparti- 
ality of judgment, which are the first essentials 
of self government? Does not the very history 
of this Public Health law, with its dismal 
tale of disease and death, answer emphatically 
in the negative? Are the people who, on the 
question of public health, have for years 
harassed the authorities by their apathy, their 
callousness, their passive resistance, are these 
the people to whom should be entrusted the 
barden of self government? Or would we have 
them set aside, they who posess by far the largest 
stake in the Colony; would we ignore the 
Chinesa and vest control in a handful of 
Europeans ? [venture to predict, Sir, that if 
any such proposal were made, we should learn 
very quickly from the Chinese, and not only the 
Chinese, that they certainly prefer the trained, 
disinterested, civil servant with all his faults to 
a clique of untrained and possibly self seeking 
amateurs. ‘T'o judge from what appears in the 
local press, one would imagine the community 
was crushed beneath the. heel of official 
tyranny, though one seeks in vain for those 
evidences of indignation, or’ the cries of 
injustice unusually associated with the cause of 
an oppressed people. And.is it hot strange that 
this discontent with the established order of 
Government, iwhich we sre told exists, should 
not occasionally find expressiqn in this Council 
Chamber? The machinery is. here, ready at 
hand for any member of the commanity to lay 
bare his wrongs, to unburden his woes in publio, 
but so far as my experience goes_it is seldom 
that the voice of ganuine grievance has been 
heard within these walls. If, for instance, the 
Chinese or the property owners feel so deaply 
about the iniquity of any particular provision 
of the Public Health law, why is it théy have 
never thought it worth their while to bring 


ment adhering toa fixed, unalterable policy of .

exarcising their powers of exemption, by 
enquiring into and ventilating grievances; and 
above all by uniting with honourable members 
of this Council in oriticising the details of the 
Government policy, not in a bickering spirit or 
in senseless cavil, but in a spirit of eandour and 
fairness, which I am sure no one will more gladly 
welcome than those upon whom finally ae 
the responsibility of governing this Colony. 
(applause). i a 
‘Lhe Hon. Mr, PoLLock—May it please your 
Excellenoy, IL think there is one very important 
question of principle upon whioh I ought to 
address this‘assembly. As the hon. member on 
my right has explained, the, effect of the present 
Amending Ordinance is to concentrate considler- 
able power in his hands as Building Authority 
under the Public Health and Buildings Ordin- 
ance. I notice, Sir, in these drafts amending 
the Bill before the Council, copies of which I 
have only received within the last twenty-foux 
hours, it is intended to confer still further power 
upon the Building Authority. He is to be 
invested with powers in the matter of 
modification and exemption. which have - 
hitherto been exercised either by tha Governor 
in Council or the Sanitary Board under: the 
[ Provision of sections 151, 153, 175, 176, 188, 
and 216 of the Ordinance. I think, ‘Sir, 
there car be ao doubt that great as the 
powers of the Building Authority have 
been in the past it is proposed at all events 
by the Government that they should be very 
much greater in the future. Under these 
circumstances I think it is very important ase 
qaestion of principle that there should be 
inserted in this Ordinance a proviso enabling 
any one who has a dispote with the Building 
Authority as to the terms of the Ordinance 
to bring the matter by a short and simple 
process befure the Supreme Court. Anybody 
Sir, who is acquainted with the working of 
Ordinance 1 of 193 and the Amending - 
Ordinance is well aware that from time to time 
there have arisen differences of opinion as to the 
construction of the various sections of the 
Ordinance. It is also well known, | Sir, 
that there has been considerable delay in the 
passing of plans. The Building Authority 
might perhsps construe the Ordinance: in a 
certain way and perhaps insist that hia inter- 
pretation was right while the person who wanted

rms and conditions. Therefore I think, Sir, 
it would be considered that this Lill is not very 
acceptable in the absence of a proviso giving a 
right of appeal to the fupreme Court upon 
aera of construction and I think, Sir, that 
the machinery shou'd b3 by way of an originat- 
ing summons which is the machinery by which 
trustees ander wille who ara in doubt as to con- 
struction would apply to the Suprems Court 
and cbtain a decision as to the proper procedure 
to follow. I will, Sir, with your permissioa 
read a proviso which I would suggest might be 
included in the Bil. I do not say that it is 
perfect. Thedraft only came to hand yesterday 
and I have not had much time in which to 
consider it, but the following indicates the point 
I desire to make: 

“Tn the event of any difference of opinion 
arising between the Building Authority or the 
head cf the Sauitary Department or the Board 
and any pergon as to the meaning of any 
alee of this Ordinance, it shall be lawful 

or the Building Authority or for such Head 
or the Board or such person to take ont an 
Originating Summons in the name of or 
against the Attorney General as the case may ba 
for the purpoge of having the meaning of such 
provision determined by the Supreme Court. 
The provisions of the Hongkong Code of Civil 
Procedure as to Originating Summonsrs shall 
extend, so far ag the same are applicable and 
with such modifications as circumstancer may 
require, to any Originsliog Summons which is 
issued under this section and proceedings under 
this section shall be deemed to be civil pro- 
ceedings brcught by cr against the Crown as tlie 
oase may be,” 

It will be seen by the proposed clauss that it 
should not merely lie withia the power of the 
person who feels aggrieved by the decision of 
the Building Authority or other officer bat that 
it should also lie within the competence of the 
Building Authority either by himself or otier 
offiger to appeal to the Supreme Court for ‘an 
interpretation of the particular provision in 
question. By tbat means we shall have in 
course of time authoritative decisions of tie 
Supreme Court which will act asa very valuable 
record instead of as at present a number of 
different opinions in disputes which as every- 
body knows who has experience in these 
matters must acknowledgy are constantly taking 
place in the present administration of the 
Ordinance. 

The Hen. Dr. Ho Kar—Sir, It is not my 
intention to speak at length on tlie seecud 
reading of this Bill. I take it that we are 
agreed upon the main principle tbat the Public 
Health and Building Ordinances of (he past 
arein need of am ndment. and that this Bill is 
intrcdaced to effect such amendment. I shall not 
therefore follow my uncfficial colleague on my 
right in his oratorical flight nor would I fallow 
him in the administration of praise and blame 
all round and in turn. One thing I will say. 
I should cay tbat his stricture upon the 
Sanitary Commis-ion and their report. is some- 
what undeserved. As the gdntlemen who con- 
stitafed that Commission ara st ll, with one 
exception, in the Colony and will have aa 
opportunity of defendirg themselves, I will 
leave that matter tothem. There are hoxever 
one or two things I wish to note. Jhere isan 
impression abroad that one of the recom- 
mendations of the Sanitary Commission ‘have 
not been adopted by the Government on ac. onnl. 
of that allegation that they had cxceeded t eir 
powers and had gone beyond the scopo of the 
inquiry, Now if that allegation is.true it 
represents an attitude which is very unfair, 
because it seems to me that any recommendations 
made by tha Commi-sion should be considered 
on its merifg and not rejected becausa the 
Commission exceeded ifs powers. ‘I'he same 
argument would apply {to the allegation that 
the members of the ccmmiesion are not repre- 
sentative of the community. Again we can only 
confine ourselves to determiniog whether their 
recommendations are good or not, We shonld 
not think any the less of the recommendations 


’ because they were made by a body of men who 
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were not representative of the public. Where: 


a few persons recommend certain improvements 
to the Pablic Health and Buildings Ordinance 
we should accept these reccmmendations if 
they are likely to effect improvements whether 
the individuals be representative of the public or 
not, Now, Sir, as regards the principles of 
this Bill. The most important I think is the 
alt-ration in the constitution‘of the Sanitary 
Board, the creation of a cadet president an ad., 
ministrative head of the Sanitary Department 
and the. president of the Board, and having 
regard to the present constitution of the Board 
I must acknow'edge that 1 amin favour of the 
Governm-nt's proposal. Iseano escape from it 
for the present. Some years later, when we can 
have something like a representative mupici- 
pal council, a council composed of members 
elacied by ratepiyers irrespective of na‘ionality, 
with proportionate representation, then Iray will 
be.the time to have such an assembly, At present 
the majorify of ratepsyers are inadequately and 
wretchedly represented upon the Boird. Better 
the present arrangement than a quasi-munidi- 
pality. While upen this sabject I would like te 
allude {o romething in the speech of my 
unofficial colleague on myright. He seemed to 
think that it wes the shippiig and commerce 
that made tho trado of the port prosper.- But 
le makes a mistake. What is it that attraots 
shipping ? It is the cheap labour, the presence 
of alarge number of industrial fragal Chinese. 
There is the danger of overlegislation in 
sanitary matters driving away tbis useful popu- 
Jation and then the shipping, the commerce, the 
mannfsolures and the industries of the C:lony 
would starve for want of labour. As regards 
section 175, upon which the Sanitary 
‘Commission had largely reported, I thiak 
it would be useful if tha Government 
would make some statement of its intention. 
The Ordinanc has been administered for the 
past five years 4nd there are very faw houses l-ft 
which would be subject to the operation of this 
section. Oat of perhaps a-thousand houses one 
hundred remain to be brought withio the 
operation of the séction, and it is not worth 
while wrangling absut.-It would be weil 
‘-herefore if the Government would make 
a pronouncement on the |subject, and a! 
{he same time indicita;} their intention 
with regard to the half lobby half kite en 
scheme which has been in operation already 
with good results. Tf such a statement wera 
mde by the Government it would disarm much 
opposition to the naw Orditiance, and to this 
particular section, Another thing of imporlanca 
was the transfer fr m the Senitury Board of 
cerfain fu cflions to the Building Authorily. 
Now th's do doubt will facilitate matters which 
I am sure everyore from the architects and 
owners of propetry downwards desire, but 
at the same time there is some desire to havea 
an appeal frem the Building Authority to the 
Sanitury Boar.l, so that firstly thera may ba a 
check on the Building Authority, whoever ho 
may be, and s’condly, allow the Sanitary Board 
to have some say in the matier in the first 
instance as they used to have. When we 
coma to that part of the the Ordivance I bop- 
the Gorernm-nt will permit me to introduce 
some provigon fo that effect. In connection 
with tha constitution of the Board I 
omitted to mention that there was a 
strong opposition to the Medical Officer of 
Health beiny a member of the Board. I under- 
stand that so far as Your Excellency is 
concerned, if we are unanimonsly ¢ pposed to this 
inclusion the matter will be reconsidered 
aud the Government will fot press this point. 
The new Ordinances contain & number of 
principles of a teclnical character. I must 
take this oppotnnity of thanking Your 
Excellency for haviog held two lengthy con- 
ferences with three leading architects in this 
Colony representing European and Chine:a 
landowners, The Kindness and courtesy 
shown by Your Excellency have been duly 
appreciated and will no doubt curtail much of 
the time of this council in considering 
his Bill in committee, Theamendments drawa 
up by the Government to meet our views were 
not printed (ill late yesterday and there has 
not been time fur us to: study the various 
amendments proposed by the Government and

His ExceLnency THE Governor—Before 
deal ns with ths various p»ints raised in the ex- 
ceodingly intere-tingdebit ‘to which wa havejast 
li-taned £wanld ike to say oue or two things in 
referg'.o- t the remarks which I made when 
introlusing this Bll Ithss been remarked 
that when I said that the constitation of the 
Commission was not entirely representative 
that I had been somewhat lackiog in courtesy. 
It was so foreign to my thoughts to be injany 
way discourtecus to the gentlemen who for so 
long .contrit uted so much of their private time 
to the public interest on that Commission that 
I would wish most emphatically to disclaim any 
intention on oy part whatever to have been 
guilly in the remotest degree of any discourtesy 
to them. How far the five unofficial m-mbers of 
the jSanitary Board could be representa- 
tive bf the community or how far any five 
gentlemen in this community may be entirely 


representative where there are such a variety _ 


of interests involved is a matter of opinion. 
But it is a matter of history thst my predeces- 
sor appointed those gevtlemen originally asa 
Committee of the Sanitary Board which was 
afterwards ext-nded toa Commission and the 
reasons why he did so are well-known. It 
suffides for me to say that in alluding to that 
subjéct I intanded no discourtesy and no 
depeeition of tha labours and work these gentle- 
men|have done. In te second place I have 
seen it notad that I was in error in saying 
that'the members of the Commission had not 
access t> the corfidertial documents . which 
passed between the Secretary of St:t» and 
the 'Governor, Throughout the report of 
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the Committee in the papers which 1 studied 
on this subject there was no indication what- 
ever that they had access to confidectial 
despatches, I find I wags in error in the 
statement I. made and I deeply regret 
having made it. Exception was also taken 
to my remarks that the Commission had 
somewhat exceeded their powers. The com- 
mittee was constituted to advise on the matter 
of the administration of the existing ordinance 
and my predecessor said “I do not contemplate 
modification of the Ordinance of 19 3.” [ 
_think I was well witbin the trath in the remark 
I made. Further, it has been stated that Sir 
« Matthew Nathan repeatedly saw the Chair- 
‘man of the Commission and had discussions 
. with him from time to time as to the progress 
' of their investigations. I regret very much 
that no record has been left of what transpired 
on those occasione, but it is perfectly clear from 
’ the fact of his having had these discussions and 
from the fect that he aocepted the report that 
he intended to deal with -it as though 
it had been entircly within the terms of 
reference. And that is the attitude I have 
myself adopted, and the proof of it is that we 
are here to-day discussing the second reading 
of the Amending Bill, whether it was within 
the original terms of reference or not. I may 
add that whether or not they were within the 
scope of the terme of reference no reoommenda- 
tion, be it great or small, that they made 
in that report has been set aside on that 
ground, Every single recommendation or 
suggestion has been considered on its merits 
irrespective of whether or not it was with- 
in the precise terms of tho refereuce. It 
ig not usual gentlemen that a speech which 
is made in this Council should be debated by 
any public body ontside the Council before it 
has been replied to in this Chamber. When I 
saw that discussion was likely to take place 
at the Sanifary Board a short time ago I 
. took the opportunity of suggesting to the 
President thst no limitation should be placed 
upon the discussion so that members of the 
ommission who are members of the Sanit- 
aa Board might be able to reply to anything 

* I had said in the fullest manner they desired. 
I have allowed myself -in the few words I have 
just said to travel outside the strict discussion 
of the Bill in order to amplify the remarks 
I made at the first reading, It is eight weeks 
to-day since we introduced this Bill to the 
~Connoil and hon. members and the community 
outside have had now considerable time to 
study its provisionr, and I am glad to 
say that the fullest advantage has been 
- taken of that opportunity, The European 
land and property owners appointed two leading 
firms of architects to study and report upon it 
and the Chinese property owners have adopted 
the same course and appointed a third firm to 
report on the Bill. The Sanitary Board has had 
several bee to -disouss the Amending 
Ordinance and we are in possession of their 
views. | welcome on behalf of the Government 
most cordially this body cf opinion and the 
criticisms which have been most valuable and ! 
think they will tend to improve the Bill whioh 
I hope will be a useful measure and will set at 
reet this perennial controversy on the subject 
of sanitation in this Colony. J turn now to one 
or two of the principal points raised in the 
speeches to which we have listened. In the 
first place I think, after the elcquent speeoh 
which we had from the hon member on my right 
(Mr. Osborne) that I may dismiss the question 
as regards the municipality or quasi-muvicipa- 
lity which wes raised by the Sanitary Com- 
mission. I noted in the hon member's speech 
with the greatest possible pleasure the encourag- 
ing tribute which he paid to the singleness 
of purpose—I do not say to the ability or non- 
ability—bat to the singleness of purpose of 
Government officials in emdesvouring to do 
the best, as far asin them lies,-for the public 
bdecie. and I hope the words of the hon 
ember reflect generally the opinion of unof- 
ficial members of the Council and of the 
leading people of the colony. With regard to the 
matter of tho administrative head of the 
Sanitary Department there is little to say. 
Both the hon. members on my right who have 
spoken have signified their approval of the 
proposals of the Government in this matter, I 
entertain great hopes that the present inter- 
vention of an administrative head who has 
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powers and status and [can devote his whole. 
time to his work will result in the far better 
administration of the sanitary Jaws and above 
all in gecuring the co-operation and 
understanding of the Chinese in what 
we are trying to| achieve (applauss.) 
The hon, senior unofficial member of the council 
alluded to the question of the appointment of 
the Medical Officer of Health as a member of the 
Sanitary Board, When introducing this Bill 
I said that this matter had been debated before 
and I observed towed been considerable 
cpposition to the proposal and if it appeared at 
present that the ease 8 opinion of the 
unofficial memlers was |against that proposal 
I shall not be prepared to insist upon 
it. At the samo time I must say that 
it appears to me that the argument that the 
Medical Officer of Health would be the master 
of the Board and that any proposal from him 
emanating as medical officer whioh they thought 
fit to amend would not be set asida when 
a8 a member of the Board he was | called 
upon to vote after hearing arguments based on 
finance—that argument, it seema to me, is 
untensble, Personally, I am of the opinion 
that as Sanitary Board is only another name 
for Health Board it is essential that there should 
ba a Government medical officer upon the Board, 
whether he is the Principal Medica! Offosr 
of Health or the Assistant Medical Officer of 
Health, and I feel sure that the S.cretary 
of State will insist upon tha’. With regard to 
the question of open spacer, it has been urged 
that the law is too drestia and 1 bave bsen 
anxious to make myself personally acquainted 
with the operation of the law by inspeotin 

various types of houses to which it 
bas been applied. The net result app ared 
to be that it w.8 absolutaly inconceivable 
to make any law which would meet the 
great variety of types of houses and 
built on gradients of serious steepness 
The existing law bas been modified by Ordin- | 
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ance 8 of .907 whioh gives power of exemption 
and modification to the Governor in Ceuncil. 
I think gentlemen, that if no other result 
had followed from the report of the 
Commission the Commiasioders might consider 
their labours bad been effective in having 
procured the enactment of that Grdinance. I 
think the value and importadoe of that ordinancs 
has been underrated or at least bas not been 
properly appreciated. It is now possible for 
exemptions, for modificatirds to bo applied for 
in any case in which the lat appears to operate 
harshly in any variety or typs of house. The 
hon, senior unofficial member laid stress upon 
the fact that overlegislation would tend to drive 
away the population and enhance the ooat of 
labour This policy of open spaccs has how bean 
in operation since 1899 dod I may add that 
the policy of scavenging lanes hag been in 
operation sinca 1887, I am of the opinion 
that it is wise and politio not to change 
our legislation from time to time but to allow, 
as by the Ordinance of. last year, greater 
elasticity, greater liberality in interpretation by 
granting powers of exemption and modification. 
With regard to tho scavenging of lanes it may 
perhaps be said that the money which, the 
Government has spant in providing these 
might perhaps have been better spent in 
yroviding sams for large resumptions. That 
however is a matter of gpinioa and bas now 
become au academic question. The polioy Las 
been in operation for 20 years, and it is one on 
which Messrs, Chadwick! and Simpson laid 
special stress. These gentlemen, as Mr. 
Osborne has told us, wete experts sent out 
from heme to this Colony at the special wish of 
the communily, and it was pn their suggestions 
that the Public Health Orflinance was framed. 
I had intended to cay a few}words with reference 
to the words“ by the owner” in seotion 175 
but in view of what has fallen from the senior 
unofficial member there is hardly any necessi!y 
now to touch upon that enbject. Thereis one 
other point upon which I|think it is advisable 
to say a few words, ‘That is the questioa of 
disinfeotion, I think gentlemen wea sre in 
procees of reaching a solption iv this matter 
which is the best of all possible solations and 
in my opinion (tle only polution, that is by 
improving the sanitation jof the city and by 
stopping the abandonment of the dead ‘in 
the streets and by the co-operation of 


the Chinese themeelvea. Oving to the tactful , 


and indefatigable work of the Registrar General, 
x. Brewin, supported by both the hon mem- 
ra who represent the Chinese on this Council, 
and by the two gentlemen, Mr. Lau Chu Pak 
and Mr. Fung Wa Chun, who represent the Chi- 
nese community on the Sanitary Board, great 


progress has been made in the co-operation of -

@ Chinese in this matter. . The establishment 
of | dispensaries hag sdvanced very rapidly. 

‘heir objects are to enable the Chinese to 
understand what the Sanitary law is and to 

ach them how to act in cases of infectious 
disease and to enable them to remove their sick 
and dead without the interferenoe, if possible, 
of the sanitary officers, and to sppoin street 
committee. Quite recently, at the beginning of 
February last, we had advanced a further ats 
in tho appointment of Street Committees, i 
had the pleasure of meeting them a few weeks 
ago, and I was struck with the enthuslagm.and 


obvious attention to their dutics of the large | 


number of gentlemen, some two hundred, who 
attended that day. - In future the dispensaries 
will be under the control of the Tung Wa 
Hospital Committee which has been attend- 
ing to the superrision of the work, I trast 
this will.result in a considerable decrease in 
the abandonment of dead bodies. With regard to 
the question of disinfection there wis a large 
numbar of minor amendments made by the 
Commissioners in their report; The imajority 
of th really involve amendments t» byelawa, 
Only some months ago the Connocil asked 
the Sanitary Board to submit any byelaws 
which |they considered needed: revision in 
view of the report of the Commission. With 
regard to (he amendment proposed by my hon 
learned friend on my right I think the point he 
has roised is an important one and I oan 
promise that it shall receive the m-st oarefal 
consideration of the Government. He anid that 
& deadlock was reached when there ocourred a 
divergence of opinion between the person 
desiring to carrv out the work or hig architeot 
and the Building Authority as to the interpreta- 
tion of the law but that, I think, ig hardly a 
correct description of the existing cobdition of 
affairs since there is of course an appeal to the 
Governor-in-Counoil, who is advised by the 
Attorney General as to his decision in any 
ruling. I don’t say that that would,bo entirely 
satisfactory from a legal point of view as a 
rulog by the Supreme Court. It has the 
great merit that it involves no cost to either 
party and it is speedy and final. Should 
there be a considerable number of such appli- 
cations made involving considerable expense 
to the Government, the circumstances would 
be differont, but that is a point 1 will not go 
into at present. I should like to take the 
advice of my legal adviser upon it. 
promise at present is that it shall have our 
careful consideration. The hon. member on 
my right asked that we should adjourn the 
discussion of the Bill in committee to give 
members sufficient time in which to study it, 
aud I propose that we shali net take it for 
another three weeks. 

. Hon. Mr. PoLttock—I have to ask your 
Excellency to grant a longer adjournment than 
three weeks, I would ask an adjoacnment for 
a farther two weeks. (Che Won. Mr. Osborne 
is leaving the Colony on Thursday next and 
a member will have to bé appointed to the 
Couneil in bis place, and that member will eome 
new to this Bill, He will hava to study 
thoroughly the provisions of the - 
Qrdinance and of the various Amendi Or- 
dinances and underdtand’the purport of the 
varivus amendments jproposed. I would ask 
fora further adjovrnment on a personal ground. 


Circumstances have arisen which will render. 


it ncoessary for me to leave the Colony on 
Lbursday next by the ‘‘ Empress of Japan,” 
aud I do not anticipate that I can be back within 
‘three weeks from this date. It would amoutt

INQUEST RE SCICIDR, 


The inquiry into the circumstances connected 

with the death of Mr. A. H, Rennie took place 
st the Magistracy on April 28th before 
Mr. J. H. Kemp, sitting as coroner, and a 
jary composed of Messrs J. C. Gow, J. N. 
Beth, and T. Hunter, Mr. G. C. Master 
watched the proceedings on behalf of Mrs. 
Rennie. 
- Dr. Heanley, medical cfficer in charge of the 
mortuary, stated that on the 15th inst. he 
examined the body of a European aged about 
fifty. It was identified by Mr. Chard as being 
the body of Mr. Rennie. He considered the 
cause of death was drowning, but the signs of 
drowning were so indfinite that it should 
not be left to the man conducting the post 
mortem to give the cause of death, The post- 
mortem disclosed a small broise under the 
chin which might have Leen done by anytbing 
euch ag a piece of ropo or wood, There was 
a slight brnise on the nose. There were 
no injuries external orinterral. The conditions 
he found in the bcdy suggested drowning. 

His Worship—There wera no signs of 
poisoniug P 

Witness—-I did not send the stomach to the 
Government analyst. I saw nothing (o suggest 
poisoning, 

In answer (o his Worship, witness said. The |
